Asserted That Views Pre- 


Even if Correct, Do Not 
Warrant Blame Being 
Placed on Commander of 
: the Submarine. | 


Washington, December 18.—The offi- 
cial text of Austria’s reply to the 
American note on the Ancona, made 
public here today, reveals that the 
Vienna government denies that the 
views presented by the United. States, 
even if correct, warrant the blame for 
the disaster being placed. upon the 
commander of the submarine.: : 

‘The reply denies also that blame can 

be.-placed upon the Austro-Hungarian 
government, even if a “most rigorous 
legal construction were applied to the 
judgment. of the case.” 

The note also states that the Austro- 
Hungarian government is. unable .to 
determine what the United States in- 
tended to indicate when it mentioned 
the attitude which Germany had as- 
sumed toward submarine warfare. It 
adds that if the United States intend- 
ed “to express an opinion to the effect 
that a prejudice of whatever nature 
existed” with respect. to “juridical 
consideration” of the affair the Vienna 
@overnment declares that it reserves 
to itself “full freedom of maintaining | 
its own legal view.” 

Except for slight variation in trans- 
lation the remainder of the official 
text virtually is identical With the un- 
official version, cabled frem London. 
It was agreed seemingly in official 
quarters that the official text did not 
minimize a realization of the gravity 
of the situation which was impressed 
on officials by the unofficial cables, 
but it also was apparent that the door 
to further negotiations was not closed. 

The state department also made pub- 
lic an official text of the Austrian ad- 
miralty’s statement, previously pub- 
lished, which admitted that the sub- 
marine fired on the Ancona after the 
ship had come to a stop and while pas- 
sengers still were aboard. 

The Austrian Reply. 
The text of the Austrian reply fol- 
lows: 

“American Embassy, Vienna, Decem- 
ber 15, 1915—Secretary of State, Wash- 
ington: 

“Following note received from min- 
ister for foreign affairs. noon today: 
““In reply to the much esteemed note 
Now. 4167, which his excellency, Mr. 
Frederick Courtland Penfield, ambas- 
sador extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States of America, 
directed to him in the name of the 
American government under date of 
the 9th instant, in the matter of the 
sinking of the Italian Ancona, the un- 
dersigned, preliminary to a thorough, 
meritorious treatment of the demand, 
has. the honor to observe that the 
sharpness with which the government 
of the: United States considers it neces- 
er oi to blame the commanding officer 
of the submarine concerned in the af- 
fair and the firmness in which the de- 
mands addressed to the imperial and | 

yal government appear to be ex- 

ssed, might well have warranted:the ! 
e ctation that the government of 
the United States should precisely 
specify the actual circumstances of the 

air upon which it bases its case. 

‘AS is not difficult to perceive, the 
rese tion of the facts in the case 
n the aforesaid note leaves room for 
many doubts, and even if this presen- 
tation were correct in all points and 
the most rigorous legal conception 
were applied to the judgment, of the 
case, it does not in any way sufficiently 
warrant attaching blame to the com- 
ge coma officer of the war vessel or 
to the imperial and royal government. 

Witnesses Not Named, 

“*"The government of €&he United 
States has also failed to designate the 
persons upon whose testimony it re- 
lies and to whom it apparently believes 
it may attribute a higher degree of 
creditability than to the commander of 
the imperial and royal fleet. The note 
also fails to give any information 
whatsoever ds to the number and 
names, and more precise fate of the 
American citizens who were on board 
of the said steamer at the critical mo- 
ment. 

* ‘However, in view of the fact that 
the Washington cabinet has now made 
a positive statement to the effect that 
citizens of the United States of Amer- 
ica came to griéf in the incident in 
question, the imperial and royal gov- 
ernment is in principle ready to enter 
into an exchange of views in the af- 
fair with the government of the United 
Statés. , 

“ ‘It must, however, in the first place, 
raise the question why that govern- 
ment failed to give juridical reasons 
for the demands set forth in its note 
with reference ‘to the special circum- 
stances of the incriminating events 
upon which it itself lays stress, and 
why in lieu thereof it referred to an 
exchange of correspondence which it 
has. conducted with another govern- 
ment in other cases. 

“"The imperial and royal govern- 
ment is the less able to follow the 
“Washington cabinet on this unusual 
path, since it by no means ssesses 
authentic knowledge of all the perti- 
nent correspondence of the govern- 
ment of the Dnited States, nor is it of 
the opinion that such knowledge might 
be sufficient for it In the present case, 
which, insofar as it is informed, is in

NO BEDS AT CHRISTIAN 
FOR FORD PEACE: PARTY 


Efforts to Reserve’ 168 Beds 
for the Party Met With 
Failure. | 


Christiania, Norway, December 18.— 
(Via London.)—Efforts to make ar- 
rangements here for the reception of 
the Ford party, on its way here on the 
steamship Oscar IL. have failed. The 
hotels are crowded for the holidays and 
will not agree to reserve 168 beds from 
day to day’ while awaiting the arrival 
of the travelers. 

The Christiania branch of the Cler- 
Zymen’s Peace association is consider- 
ing plans to hold a prayer meeting for 
peace when the party arrives. 

Captain James Totten, American’ mili- 
tary attache at Copenhagen, is on the 
way to Christiania, the first port at 
which the Oscar II, will touch. He de- 
nies his trip is connected with the Ford 
party.

Germany. . 


New’ York, December 18,—The New 
‘York .Times has received the follow- 
ing authorized sfatement by wireless 
from Berlin: 

“The German government naturally 
has never knowingly accepted the sup- 
port of any person, group of persons, 
society cr organization seeking to pro- 
mote the cause of Germany in the 
United States by illegal acts, by coun- 
sels of violence, by contravention of 
law or hy any means whatever that 
could offend the American people in 
the pride of their own authority. 

“If it should be alleged that im- 
‘(proper acts have been committed, by 
representatives of the German govern- 
ment, they could be easily dealt with 
To any complaints upon proof as may 


lie ’ 


be submitted by the American gov- 
ernment, suitable response will be duly 
made, 

“As is well known, the means of 
communication between .Germany and 
the United States are very unsatisfac- 
tory. It is practically impossible for 
the German government to keep itself 
in touch with American sentiment; it 
has often to depend upon the foreign 
press for information concerning Amer- 
ican affairs. 

Wlilson’s Message to Congress. 

“The message of President Wilson to 
congress, in which the activities of 
German sympathizers in the United 
States were discussed, will serve as an 
illustration. There was. received in 
Germany .a brief summary of those 
passages which referred to plots and 
conspiracies against peace and order 
in the United States, and the effect 
produced thereby upon sentiment in 
Germany was probably more painful 
than the American government knew. 
A different impression, might have 
been produced by thefull text of the 
message, but unfortunately that would 
not be available in Germany until the 
American newspapers arrived by mail, 
a fortnight or three weeks later, ex-

munication between the German gov- 
ernment and its diplomatic representa- 
tives in the United States by cable or 
wireless is impossible for reasons 
which the American government 
knows.

Washington, December 18.—(Special.)

Francis at Con- 
yers to restore horse-drawn vehicle 
service on routes one, two, three, four 
‘and loop route number six on Decem- 
ber 23, and reinstate carriers David 
Whitaker, W. S. Sigman, C. B. Ethridge, 
Grover G. Almand and J. L. Camp. 

Reorganization of. the routes in 
Douglas county will take place next, 
and these will be restored to condition 
*they were in prior to September 1. 
Restorations throughout the state are 
expected to follow. This will be gooa 
news to the people living on rural 
routes, who have been seriously in- 
convehienced Dy the new order of the 
department. ere will be no more 
auto rural routes established in,Geor- 
gia unless it be on the good roads of 
Fulton county, where motor delivery 
is practicable. 

The action of the postoffice depart- 
ment,today has gone far to relieve the 
bitter feeling to Postmaster General 
Burleson among the members of the 
Georgia delegation.

London, December 18.—The week- 
end finds the war situation in the east 
and west bearing the outward appear- 
ance of comparative quietude, and 
some observers are ready to predict 
that operations will virtually remain 
at a standstill until after the holidays. 

Nevertheless, there ts no lack of food 


for speculation, particularly on the 
eastern front, which now virtually 
stretches across two continents from 
north Russia to south Persia. In the 
extremé-north there have been uwun- 
official reports that the promised new 
German thriist between Riga . and 
Dvinsk has already begun, but neither 
Berlin nor Petrograd confirms this in 
the official communications.

Thousand 
Mill Is Established.

& Columbus, Ga.,- December 18.—(5pe- 


cial.)--Ten thousand bushels of wheat 
will be grown next year in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Cleola, Ga., in the Oak 
Mountain section of Harris county, as 
compared with a merely nominal crop 
this year. The wheat has already been 
Planted and it was largely through the 
influence of J. H. Milner that this was 
done. 

Jesse Milner, whose home is at Cle- 
ola, owns thousands of acres of land 
in that section and elsewhere in west 
Georgia, and operates a store, ginnery 
and flour and grist mill at Cleola, 
which is the Oak Mountain station of 
the Southern railway. From his store 
many of the farmers in that section are 
supplied. ? 

A good corn crop was produced in 
that section this year, and the oat acre- 
age was also large. Mr. Milner de- 
cided that the people would grow wheat 


so he installed a roller mill at his grist 
mill plant, so that now forty barrels 
of flour can be turned out daily there, 
in addition to the output of méal. i 

Mr. Milner bought seed wheat and 
supplied it to all his tenants and also 
other farmers who wanted it, and as a 
result more wheat has been planted in 
that section this fall than any year 
since civil war times. He estimates 
that with a normal yield fully 10,000 
bushels will be brought to his mill next 
year, and so the flour department wili 
be kept busy and at the same time the 
farmers will make good money on their 
wheat crop. 

The situation in the Oak Mountain 
section typifies that in many other com- 
munities in Georgia and other southern 
rae aon Milner made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the situation . he 
inatalled his flour-making eaninuhat: 
He was much impressed with the ex- 

erience of a miller not a hundred miles 
rom Cleola. This man put in a flour 
mill three years ago. At that time no 
wheat at all was grown in that section. 
The next year the yield was fairly good, 
and this year there was a big wheat 
crop that taxed the capacity of the 
m™m 


NW FUNDS PROPOSED 
FOR PEOPLE OF BELGIUM 


It Will Be Known as “Cardinal 
Mercier Fund’’—Prominent 
Patronésses. 


New York, December 18.—A new 
fund in the interests of the distressed 
people of Belgium, .to be Known as 
the “Cardinal Mercier Fund,” is an- 
nounced by a committee which includes 
a number of prominent American 
women, who have been stirred by the 
fact that the suffering in Belgium is 
spreading among “hundreds of thou- 
sands of families heretoforé wealthy” 
and to educational and charitable or- 
ganizations whose work -is being aban- 
doned or curtailed because their for- 
merly wealthy Belgian patrons are un- 
able to render their usual aid. 

The committee of patronesses in- 
cludes Mrs. Gerald Borden, Mrs. C. K. G. 
Billings, Mrs. Joseph H. Choate, Mrs. 
Fawin Gould, Mrs. E.' H. Harriman, 
Nirs. Otto H. Kahn, Mrs. J. P. Morgan, 
and a number of other well-known 
women. Headquarters have been es- 
tiblished at the Belgian bureau, 10 
Bridge street, New ork, where the 
viork will be directed. 

The announcement says the fund will 
be formed under auspices of the Bel- 
gian minister at Washington, Emman- 
uel Havenith; the Belgian minister of 
state, Louis de Sadeleer, who is ‘ih 
New York, and the Belgian consul gen- 
erar at New York, Pierre Mali. The 


committee’s statement reads, in part, 
as follows: | 
“From many authoritative sources 


we learn constantly of the extremely 
miserable conditions of Belgium. Mil- 
dog of men, women and children are 
iri abject poverty. Hundreds of thou- 
‘'gsinds of families heretofore wealthy 
| ov at least in comfortable circum- 
| stances have lost everything. Included 
‘among these are owners of destroyed 
| ov idle factories and stores, Dugsiness 
‘men, professors, teachers and artists. 
'Many of them have generously con 
tiibuted of their own nore * to their 
less fortunate countrymen, but owing 
te the sone duration of the war they 
‘are now, in their turn, compelled to 
‘seek assistance. And besides these in- 
‘dividuals, many most popular educa- 
‘tional institutions, charitable organi- 
gitions, orphan asylums, day nurseries 
and.societies for the protection of 
young girls, which réndered immense 
igérvice, are at present powerless to 
rénder their usual services for lack of 
stistenance.

Worth 10 Full Regiments,

‘New York, December 18.—New York’s 
police force would be worth ten full reg- 
iments of soldiers in any emergency 
because the troops who would have to 
be sent here, were it not for police pre- 
paredness, coulld be utilized elsewhere 
Police Commissioner Woods declared 
tonight in an address outlining the pre- 
| paredness campaign started in the de- 
partment. 

“This is not a mere theory,” he said, 
“because the departmnt s plans 
mapped out on paper and thoroughly 
digested so that every member of the 
force is aware of his duty and knows 
just what is to be done in any specific 
kind of emergency that may arise.” 

Conditions resulting from a disaster 
like the San Francisco fire. would not 
cripple the police here, Mr. Woods con-} 
tinued. “If New York were to have 
such a disaster,” he said, “it would not 
be paralyzed five minutes, as the police, 
with a complete knowledge of just 
what the duties of each man consisted 
of, would immediately start a concerted 
Plan of action to care for the homeless 
and clean up the chaos.” 

Major General Leonard Wood, com- 
mander of the department of the east, 
the speaker said, has inspected the sys- 
tem, which has never before been at- 
tempted by the police anywhere in the 
world, and declared that it never would 
be necessary to call the army to the aid 
of New York city.

lA plea from prison in behalf of his 


jyoung wife, who was left penniless 


when he went to prison, has just been 


‘| made to vaudéville performers by Ar- 


thur Buckner, an inmate of federal 


prison. 
Buckner recently mailed an article 


to Variety, a theatrical trade paper, 
imploring stage folk to see that his 


wife was cared for, especially during 
Christmas, as his sudden arrest and 
journey to prison had left her in pov- 


erty. . 

He was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment, with . recommendation 
for parole, for misuse of the mails. It 
was charged that he had used thé 
“Business Opportunity” department of 
the newspapers to obtain money to 
promote a vaudeville and dramatic 


school. 

His letter is as follows: 

“I was sentenced to three years in 
the federal prison in Atlanta for using 
the columns of newspapers to promote 
my vaudeville: and dramatic school. 
My crime was classed as ‘using the 


mails.’ 

“I will have a lot of time to think 
it over, although the judge recom- 
mended that I be released upon parole 
at the end of a year. I was also 
charged with having sold more quarter 
interests in my businéss than I should 
have. My own idea of these things 
ong ad doesn't make any difference, 
ut I have got the worst of it, and 
those who wished to get rich quick 
have their freedom. ‘ 

“What I want to say is if any of 
my friends or acquaintances, through 
Sympathy for my young wife’s sake, 
would be kind enough to send a little 
money to her at 404 Sixth avenue, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., I will consider it a 
loan and will repay it, with interest, 
when I am free. My wife is heart- 
broken, and now that I am confined, 
has her mother and little sister to care 
for. She came here from Copenhagen, 
and I had to leave her absolutely pen- 
niless. 

“IT am cured of all my foolishness, 
dre ask forgiveness from any with a 
grievance, for I ath paying the penalty.

FLOOD STAGE REACHED 
BY THE KENTUCKY RIVER 

Frankfort, Ky., December 18.—The 
Kentucky river has reached the flood 
stage of 35 feet here today. ‘Back 
water inundated a considerable part of 
a low lying section, drove 100 families 
from their homes and flooded two 
warehouses. The major portion of the 
city is on higher ground and is out 
of reach of the rise, which is not ex- 
pected to exceed thirty-six feet. 
Reperts from widely separated points 
in Kentucky indicate flood stages in 
many small streams. Immediate im- 
provement in conditions is. expected 
inasmuch ‘as little rain has fallen for 
24 hours. 

The damage, while considerable in 
the aggregate, is distributed over a 


wide area and largely is confined to 
farm property.

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Georgia Agricultural Col- 
lege on January 4. 


Athens, Ga., December 18.—(Special.) 
The annual short course for farmers 
at the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, which will be held January 4- 
15, will especially emphasize this year 
how to raise cotton in spite of the boll 
weevil, what methods of diversifica- 
tion will be necessary and, in general, 
how to adjust Georgia farming to 
changing conditions. : 

A bulletin has been issued announc- 
ing the short course and assigning 
many phases of work to be taken ‘up, 
all tending to solve the greatest agri- 
cultural problem Georgia has ever had 
to face. Experts of the college annotffice 
plain, practical talks about new lines 
of farming éndeavor for Georgians, 
while the cotton school, which is a 
part of the short course, will deal more 
particularly than has been its custom, 
with how to raise cotton tn the pres- 
ence of the boll weevil. 

Other Studies Offered. 

Various studies in.cereal growing 
and the uses of fertilizers are Leing 
offered by the department of Agron- 


is to be presented in practical discus- 
sions by the department of animal hus- 
bandry. Trucking, orcharding and other 
phases of horticulture are to be offer-. 
ed by the department of horticulture. 

The college is making special efforts 
to get a large attendance of farmers 
at the short course this year, .because 
of the approaching seriousness of the 
me op ag situation in the state 
which will necessitate a change of 
methods, and because it ‘believes that 
it has information and results of ex- 
perience at hand to offer the farmers, 
which, if accepted, would save the state 
millions of dollars of loss during the 
next few years. 

Speaking of the importance of the 
short course to the farmer as a factor 
in solving the present agricultural 
problems of Georgia, President Soule 
says: “Georgia farmers must vary 
their farming methods, the boll wee- 
vil making that certain. Are they pre- 
pared to make the necessary. changes? 
It is the business of the College of 
Agriculture to help them and in a 
great many ways it has been helping. 
The short course for farmers is one 
important way in which this has been 
done in the past, attested Ly good*re- 
turns to those farmers who have made 
use of it. 

Boll Weevil on Job. 


“At the present time it was never 
so important, for in a great section 
of the state the boll weevil is ready to 
‘make short work of the old system of 
cotton alone as a farm crop. The farm- 
er who gets the best information he 
can will make the least mistakes. No- 
where in the state can so much of re- 
liable information on any agricultu- 
ral subject be obtained ag the State 
College of Agriculture, which has as its 
particular mission the accumulation 
the real information concerning agri- 
culture and its dissemination. There- 
fore, taking the short course for farm- 
ers consists in going to the best sourcés 
of information in the state and ~et- 
ting it, not only the information, but 
the advice of high-class experts who 
have studied Georgia conditions. Those 
who have attended the short course 
for farmers in the past are its chief 
advocates.”

FANS AS IN OLDEN DAYS

Some years ago, about the time the 
unspeakable “Feds” were struggling 
to keep their heads above the surging 
billows, some notable contributions un- 
der the caption, “Why Is Baseball?” 
appeared in the newspapers and maga- 
zines as well. 

e most of them were written by 
the space men aud emotional baseball 
writers, whose knowledge of the basic 
principles governing the game was 
quite meager, and whose pretensions 
were shallow and preposterous, It is 


writers paid glorious tributes to the 
eos gape pastime, and that helped a 
ot. 
The brilliant Norman apgood, at 
that time the editor of Collier’s Week- 
ly, who is learned, both lay and base- 
ballically, and the late John M. Ward, 
recently a Federal league official and in 


National league team, and subsequently 
shortstop and second baseman of the 
New York Giants, wrote’ strong and 
forceful articles on the subjects that 
were both instructive and extremely 
interesting. 


’ Ward Praises Press. 

The literary flavor pervading Mr. 
Hapgood’s effort and the magnificent 
tribute to the newspapers by Mr. Ward 
were delightful to contemplate. [t may 
not be amiss to say in passing that 
Ward argued with considerable force 
that the fascinating stage of skill and 
rivalry now pertaining to baseball as 
an outdoor sport was due almost en- 
tirely to the enthusiasm, loyalty and 

rand work of the newspapérs, and not 
o the players themselves. And he may 
be right. But, whether he fs or not, 
the players are a tremendous factor in 
the estimation of the fans, and you 
can lay to that. . 

The newspapers have done wonders 
for baseball, but, without the remotest 
desire to argue the point, it is my de- 
liberate opinion that the players them- 
selves influence the fans more forcibly 
than any-other factor, so far as my ex- 
perience goes. Many years ago, the 
dols among the players were far more 
numerous than now. There are several 
reasons for this, but the chief one is 
baseball today is machine wag HOM yy 
work—and opportunities to thrill: the 
fans with dazzling individual stunts are 
far less frequent.

In spite of the opinion of man 
alleged experts who contend that all 
the great ball players were born since 
the Junebugs vanished on the vanguard 
peerwes of the autumnal equinox of 
1901. ° 
Henke’s Death. ‘ 

Henke fielded in fine style, was a 
Slashing hitter, and could throw like 
a shot trom a Mauser. He was injured, 
as stated, in a collision with “Lefty” 
Marr, left fielder of Nashville, who was 
subbing for Sowders, the regular first, 
on the day in question. 

The accident was “unavoidable and 
occurred as follows: Cleveland, third 
baseman for Atlanta, was taking a long 
lead off third, with Henke at bat trying 
to work the pass. He failed, but finally 
caught a low twister on the nose that 
looked good to put Hillery, the Nash- 
ville third baseman, on the hog train. 
But the little sorrel-topped Celt @:lded 
the bull as clean as a whistle, which 
soaked up the thrills in the Atlanta 
fans like a force pump working over- 
time in a mud puddle. © . 

At the crack of the bat Cleveland 
cut loose for home like a quarter-horse 
at the turn, and Hillery motioned as 
though he would try for a killing at 
the plate, but, changing his mind, he 
shot the ball to first, with tremendous 
speed and accuracy, to stop Henke. 
Marr muffed the throw without turning 
a feather. He stooped forward to re- 
cover the bali, and at the same instant 
Henke collided with Marr’s head while 
stooping. Both lay prostrate on the 
ground until removed from _the park. 
Marr soon recovered, but ‘Henke died 
the next day, August 15, 1885. His 
tragic death cast a gloom over Atlanta 
and all tHe cities of the league. 


. Benefit to Henke. 


The Atlanta club gave a benefit game 
for Henke’s wife, and Mr. Henry W. 
Grady, who was a royal fan, worked 
like a Trojan to make it a success, 
and he was not disappointed. An im- 
mense throng attended the game at 
Peters park, near where Tech is now; 
which netted a handsome sum for the 
dead player's wife, who lived in Cin- 
cinnati. 

Perhaps John M. Ward was right in 
contending that the players did not 
and could not make baseball. Yet, if 
Mr. Ward had been in Atlanta in 1585, 
I dare say he would have been com- 
pelked to admit that Lewis Henke was 
a frappe wireless in making the At- 
lanta team. 

It may be said, in conclusion, that 
Mr. Charles Frank, who will. absorb 
some of the “Atlanta Spirit” in 1916, was 
an idol of considerable repute himself 
in the long ago.

PRISONERS SEER 
AMERICAN NEWS 


Many Germans in British 
Prison Camp Formerly 
Lived in the United States. 
The Prisoners Are Well 
Treated. 


London, December 18.—Instead of 
hearing talk of the war, an Associated 
Press correspondent who visited the 
prison camp for captured officers at 
Holyport today was overwhelmed with 
inquiries concerning the towns of pris- 
oners who lived in America before the 
War. 

Among the prisoners is Victor von 
Borosini, a well-known social worker 
connected with Hull house, Chicage 
He was captured during the battle of 
Ypres and was eager for Chicago news. 
Dr. Friedensborg, of New York, who’ 
served as consulting ,engineer.*- con- 
nection with the cofistruction of the 
Panama canal, is a prisoner, having 
been captured while returning to Ger- 
many. 

Another captive is Dr. Arnold Kohl- 
schuetter, an astronomer at the solar 
observatory, Mount Wilson, Cal. who 
was taken from the Italian liner An- 
cona at the beginning of the war. 

Prison Near London. 

‘Hotyport- is near Maidenhead, which 
is 26 miles from London. The prison 
camp formerly was an army prepara- 
tory school... It now holds 120 army 
‘and navy officers, with 52 orderlies se- 
lected from prison camps for enlisted 
men. Most of the officers have very 
comfortable quarters.in the main build- 
ing. The orderlies are quartered in 
regulation British army huts. 

The bedrooms in the main bulldings 
accommodate from one to six officers. 
Smoking and lounging rooms are pro- 
vided, but the officers spend most of 
the time in their sleeping apartments, 
which are screened off as sitting rooms. 
The bathrooms of the school provide 
ample bathing facilities. 

They are supplemented by a swim- 
mining pool which, however, is now in 
disuse, as there is no means of heating 
the water. 

Twice a week all the officers are com- 
pelled to proceed to an 18-acre recrea- 
tion -field, which is equipped with ten- 
nis courts and football grounds. This 
field may be used two and one-half 
hours daily, if desired, The correspond- 
ent saw the prisoners going to the field 
today, one of the days on which it was 
compulsory, to take exercise. ‘The 
field is outside the barbed wire fence 
which incloses the camp,,and was sur- 
rounded by guards.

their way.to Germany were permitted, 
to send home for uniforms. They re- 
ceived parade uniforms instead of field 
costumes.

The air propeller which is to drive | 


the boat has a diameter of eight feet : 
and three inches. It is mounted at the 
stern, and so afranged that it swings 
freely in response to control from the 
wheel house. It is by meats of ‘this 
manipulation that the boat will be 
steered, there being no rudder either 
in the water or the air. A powerful 
motor of the marine type supplies the 
power. The boat is strongly built and 
neatly finished. It is electric lighted 
throughout, and has many —— 
ences. 

If this novel craft should prove suc- 
cessful and Mr. Wortman has not the 
shadow of a doubt that it will do all 
he expects of it, other and larger craft 
of the same type will be built, designed 
especially for freight service. The 
bottom is broad and flat,.and.as there 
is neither propeller nor rudder in the 
water, the craft is expected to slip 
over the water rather than through 
it.

Taking: care of human waste and trying 
to redeem it is the purpose of the probation 
system which the Georgia southern judicial 
circuit, by direction of Judge W. E. Thomas, 
is putting into practice With successful re- 
sults. The movement is the first one organ- 


ized for social welfare work in the rural- 


districts, Miss Agnes McKenna, trained in 
social service, haVing\been put in charge. 

The initiation of the movement and its 
plan of operation is described in an article 


elsewhere in today’s Constitution, by Edna 


Cain, of The Quitman Free Press, who has 
made, a survey of the work in the seven 
counties of Lowndes, Brookes, Thomas, 
Colquitt, Berrien, Echols and Tift.: 
The probation officer acts in Senses co- 
operation with the courts in adjusting cases 
which the- judicial system. “does not exactly. 
provide for. Our laws provide for the pun- 
ishment of crime, but it remains for society 
to take care of human waste, prevent it 
when it is possible, and to try to redeem 
it. Here the ‘provation officer: becomes ‘the 
agent of society. Her work is not merely 
to await her cases in the court, but to 
investigate the life of the community; to 
anticipate in cases of delinquency, defect- 
iveness, immoral home surroundings, pauper- 
ism and extreme ignorance, the inevitable 
results, and to use all means to prevent 
their reaching the court which must deal 
with the crime. | 
The probation officer goes directly into 
the home, where she sees aid ig needed. 
She tells the mother that the delinquent 
child can be improved; -that the crippled 
child can be helped, and that the blind child 
can be given mental light. She tells her

I am often asked by letter and otherwise 
how I get such wonderful results ‘in the 
performance of high-class music and almost 
‘perfect discipline. Here is one of the items 
from a long Iist: I never set_out to: break 
the will of.a boy, as,1 sometimes hear teach- 
ers brag they do, but endeavor to strengthen 
his will. Breaking the will spoils a Doy’s 
capability, produces lassitude and turns what 
might have been’ a success into a miserable 
failure. A.child with.a broken will is sure 
to be sullen and. stubborn, ill mannered, 
miserably unhappy and either ends in the 
insane asylum or some kind of prison. May 
heaven have mercy upon the parent or 
teacher’ who knowingly sets out to break the 
will of any boy or girl, 

Better than persons placed over boys and 
girls should try to teach self-mastery. But 
remember that self-mastery can be taught 
only by a person having self-mastery. In- 
stead of conquering a child you had better, 
in a very deft way—lest you fail—teach him 
to conquer himself, harness and bridle his 
will so that he can sit upon soft cushions 
and drive anywhere.

INSTINCT OF BLACKBIRDS.

While residing in the country, some years 
ago, and walking out one evening, I found 
a nest of young blackbirds.

I am told that other 
birds have the same instinct. 


FINK RECORD FOR FAMOUS TRAIN, 


(From The Railway Age Gazette.) 

The famous Empire State Express of the 
New York Central, the first regular long- 
distance train in America to run at more 
than fifty miles an hour, including stops, has 
begun its twenty-fifth year. It has covered 
a distance of 6,518,600 miles, equal to 14 
round trips to the moon, and has carried 
approximately 38,000,000 passengers safely to 
their destination. 

The record during these 24 years has 
been a remarkable one. Not one of its pas- 
sengers has been fatally injured. One of its 
enginemen for 16 years was Dennis J. Cas- 
sin, who last year was awarded the Harri- 
man bronze medal in recognition of his un- 
blemished record of safety. 

When the Empire State Express was first 
placed in service it weighed only 230 tons; 
now it weighs 780 tons. It was drawn by 
engines of the “870” class and later by the 
famous “999,’"’ the locomotive that took the 
prize at the Chicago World’s fair. Nowadays 
that locomotive looks like a toy in compari- 
son with the gian Pacific type, and it could 
hardly start the train, much less haul it on 
its fast schedule. /

Then this corporation was op- 
erating only about one-third of its capacity. 
Had it not been for some foreign business 
which James A. Farrell, the president, had 
earlier secured the actual operation would 
have beon considerably less than 338 per cent 
of the total capacity.

cent of the new orders are due to demands 
made upon the croporation for steel prod- 
ucts of all kinds for the purpose of using 


rious munitions and equipment of war. 
statement was made in October by one of 
the officers of this corporation that a diligent 
attempt had been made to trace the commod- 
ities from the plants of the Steel corporation 
to the plants of other manufagturing compa- 
nies, and it had been learned ‘that between 
60 and 65 per cent of this new business was 
represented by orders that came from manu- 
| facturing concerns engaged in making war 
munitions. With the purpose of those who 
‘bought the corporation’s commodities the cor- 
poration had nothing to do. On the whole, 
the management was steadfaS&t to its purpose 
not to engage directly to any extent in man- 
ufacturing war commodities. 

Second, in the next place; this officer is 
‘persuaded that the reflex action, the reac- 
tion, so speak, from the Steel compary’s 
plants has been of no small stimulus, so far 
as general industry is concerned, although 
this relation is a sort of give and take one 
For domestic industry, he said, would not

The Value of Preparation. 


Third, it was also said that the ability 
of this corporation instantly to meet the 
sudden and very great rush of business which 
began late in the winter of 1915 represents 
the. value of preparation. The corporation 
has constantly expended some part of its 
earnings in preparation which would enable 
it to meet increased business demands. It 
has, however, been careful in its expendi- 
tures of this kind, always seeking not to 
overdo expansion. This policy was illus- 
trated some years ago by the establishment 
of the plant on the sgouthern shore of Lake 
Michigan where now stands the tity of Gary. 
It has been also illustrated by the estab- 
lishment near Duluth of a plant which, in 
many respects, is the finest—certainly the 
most modern—of all the plants occupied in 
the manufacture of steel commodities. Else- 
where preparations have been made, alwayt 
with careful investigation upon which: there 
could be based a reasonable judgment about 
the growth of the steel industry. It was a 
judgment of this kind that led Charles M. 
Schwab to predict that before the year 1920 
the United States would be able to report a 
yearly output of pig iron of forty million tons. 
The output now is within three million tons 
of this forecast. How accurate the judg- 
ment of the leaders in the steel industry 
was is demonstrated by the fact that some 
of those who have placed orders, not dis- 
puting the price, have in consideration of 
early manufacture and delivery agreed to pay 
a bonus of as much as $10 in some cases. 
It is thought to be true that many of the 
manufacturing corporations occupied with 
filling war orders have received offers of con- 
siderable bonuses in consideration of very 
early execution of the contracts. This fact 
is regarded as refuting a statement made a 
few days ago at a meeting of a trade associ- 
ation in this city that there was much win- 
cing at the prices demanded by American 
manufacturers from foreign purchasers who 
were disposed to say that often the terms 
were harsh and unreasonable.

New York Article. 


The New York Heraldiof recent date 
has the following to say concerning the 
, aye situation. t will be of interest 
to the textile industry and handlers of 
dyé goods generally: 

“News from Jamaica, British West 
Indies, yesterday that Englanii had 
put an embargo on the export of log- 
wood to any country except Great Brit- 
ain cfréated a great stir among dye 
manufacturérs and throughout the tex- 
tile industry. 
mation received here is in brief cable 
‘dispatches to several of the most im- 

ortant importers ahd manufacturers 
rom their agents in the island of Ja- 
maica, and there seems to be only sur- 
mise and rumor to account for the un- 
expected action of Great Britain. 

“But of one thing erts seem to be 
| assurea—tt makes a @ad matter very 
much worse, and if the embargo is 
long continued will throw several hun- 
dred thousand men out of work. 

“This at a time when the dye manu- 
facturers have been for more than a 
year in despair over the failure to get 
necessary supplies of aniline dyes from 
Germany and were looking to logwood 
ag the only substituté, has made doubly 
acute the situation, so far as they and 
the entire textile industry is concern- 
ed. The question is to be taken up 
with the ashington authorities in the 
hope that some solution of the difficul- 
ty may be reached, and meanwhile im- 
porters“are on the qui vive for an ex- 
planation of this new action of Enzg- 
land that may further tie up impor- 
tant American industries. 

“Some of the biggest dyestuffs man- 
ufacturers in the country, who handle 
log wood as the basis for their dye ex- 
tracts, sinée Great Britain has shut off 
the importation of dyes from Ger- 
many, have nearly doubled the capac- 
ity of their plants because of the de- 
mand for their product. If the new 
enna Fi continues they will not be 
able 
capacity. The woollen manufacturers 
will be hard hit and the entire textile 
trade will suffer in this center and 
throughout the eountry. 


last reports of the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce, 19,884 tons of 
the 30,062 tons of logwood imported 
into the United States, 9,446 tons com- 
ng from Haiti and the rest from Santo 
omingo. Mexico ordinarily furnishes 
a supply, but owing to the disturbed 
conditions in that country it has been 
impossible to get the product out of 
the interior. here is hope that with 
ee there transportation facilities 
may be restored and the normal supply 
begin to flow.”

| “Of course, this will not last long,” 
said Manager E. R. Partridge, of the 
Atlanta branch, but we will make it 
go as far as possible, and then we will 
try to manage in some way to meet 
the requirements of our customers.” 

In @ circular letter to the trade re- 
Feently issued, Mr. Partridge said: 

“Apropos of the dye situation which 
has been under discussion so seriously 
for over a y@r, we want to say that we 
have moved heaven and earth to sup- 
ply our trade property, and have stop- 
ped at nothing and have spared no ex- 
pense to do se. ‘Our trade has demand- 
ed biue goods; we have done our level 
best to meet their requirements and 
have made the price as reasonable as 
possible.” : 

In eonimenting. upon the big pur- 
chase of new dyes, Mr. Partridge says: 
“The trade has undoubtedly shown its 
preference for blue garments, and we 
(are determined they shall have them. 
; Because of the advance in the price of 

the Dlue dyés, there must necessarily 
‘be an advance in the price of blue gar- 
;ménts, but the trade wants them and 
‘we are putting our goods out to them 
as low as the situation will allow. 

| “It may be of interest to the trade 
‘to know: that our factory which makes 
our overall cloth usés fivé hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of indigo a day or fifteen 
; thousand dollars’ worth a month.’

the only woman speaker at the 

mass meeting recently held at 
the Guildhall, London, to inaugurate 
a national campaign to promote the 
welfare of motherhood and infancy. 
In her address she gave statistics 
showing the appalling number of 
deaths in England and Ireland among 
babies during the first year. She 
laid stress on the fact that the work- 
ing of the association had proved that 
much good could be done by preven- 
tive measures and instruction, and 
urged the appointment of many more 
qualified visitors and women inspec- 
tors. Besides the duchess the speak- 
ers were the Honorable Herbert Sam- 
uel, postmaster general; Sir Thomas 
Barlow, Sir James Crichton-Browne, 
Sir James Yoxall and Mr. Broadbent. 


Working Among the Indians. 

Twenty-five of the Hopi Indian 
paintings of Miss Kate T. Cory have 
been bought by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Miss Cory went into the Ari- 
zona desert and lived for six years 
_in the pueblos of the Hopig; she is the 


‘only woman of another race ever. 
“taken into the secret clans of this’ 


pagan tribe. 

Born and reared on an Illinois farm, 
Miss Cory studied art in New York 
and was for several years teacher of 
design at Cooper Institute. She made 
her first trip to Arizona searching for 
material for mural decoration. She 
spent her first night on the desert 
between blankets spread beside a 
smouldering fire fifty miles north of 
where the railroad crosses Canyon 
Diablo. With her guide she journeyed 
seventy miles across the desert to the 
Indian village of Wapi. There she. 
found a one-room flat on the third 


‘floor of the cfude Hopi apartment 


house and became so interested — 
in the sedbia Menuaa her that she for- 
got her original migsion. The sin- 
cerity of her interest won for her the 
friendship of the shy daughters of 
the desert un@il finally she became one 
of the tribe, While among her adopted 
people she compiled a Hopi grammar 
and helped quiet a Hopi revolution. 


Japan’s Woman Novelist. 


The active part played by the 
women was gone of the most signifi- 
cant feature of the recent political 


struggle in Japan. It used to be the’ 


custom for Japanese statesmen to 
appear but seldom in public, and even 
then to make only brief, laconic re- 
marks. ‘In the recent elections the 
most up to date American methods 
were used and the wives, mothers 
and sisters of candidates busied 
themselves in canvassing. Speaking 
of this Mme. Yosano, Japan’s leading 
woman novelist, says that Japanese

Heads Research Work. 


Mrs. Zelia Nuttall of Los Angeles is 
thought to be the only woman in the 
world at the head of the active work 
of an archaéological research fund. 
She is the field director of the 
Crocker-Reid fund of the University 
of California, established for continu- 
ous archaeological research in Mexico, 
Mrs. Nuttall was one of the distin- 
guished women to be specially hon- 
ored by the woman’s board of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. Since be- 


‘coming field director of the Crocker- 


Reid fund she has made her home in 
a Mistoric old palace at Coyoacan, the 
most beautiful suburb of Mexico City. 
This palace is said to have been built 
by Alvarado, adjutant of Cortez. Mrs. 
Nuttail’s most recent work, ‘The 
Fundamental. Principles of Old and 
NeW World Civilization,” has just 
been published by the Peabody Mu- 
seum of Harvard. 


She’s a Butterfly Farmer. 


Miss Ximena McGiashan of Truckee, 
Cal, is said to follow one of the mést 
unique professions open to women. 
She is the originator and so far the 
only recorded butterfly farmer. Un- 
like other farmers, Miss McGlashan’s 
farm includes the entire State of Cal- 
ifornia and just as much outside ter- 
ritory as she cares to cover. Though 
there are laws against hunting all 
sorts of game and catching all sorts 
of fish, so far there has been no law 
protecting butterfiles. 

Miss.MeGlashanh is thought to be the 
only woman in this country who, 

out at the age of 17 without 
special training and with an outfit 
costing leas than $5, cleared $50 a week 
from the start. “I had intended to 
become & pie i Fie col said Misa 


McGlashan when telling about her 


work asa butterfly farmer. “One day 
during the early summer, when but- 
terfiles were flying around the yard 
of my home, my father told me if I 
would devote myself to catching and 


selling butterflies he could show me 
& way to earn much more money than 
I would ever get teaching. 

“I took him at his word, and he 
rigged me up a butterfly net, a cya- 
nide bottle and showed me how to 
sugar trees and catch flies, kill them 
and mount them. This work paid 
from the very first. That is,-I found 
ready sale at*good prices-for all the 
perfect specimens I caught. While 
doing this I hit on the plan of rear- 
ing butterflies. You see there are so 
many flies that become slightly broken 
or mussed in the catching. Often 
these are the rarest varieties. 


they are not salable. That was the 
beginning of my butterfly farm. In- 
stead of letting go the mussed females 
of desirable specimens I keep them in 
barrels, or boxes, or any suitable re- 
ceptacle that is handy. Of course, I 
have to hunt out the food plant of 
each variety and keep them well fed 
while they are laying eggs. From 
these eggs I rear. the perfect flies that 
command the highest prices. 

“That first year, though I knew no 
more about butterflies than the aver- 
age girl who, growing up in the coun- 
try, is fond of outdoor life, I cleared 
$50 a week. You see «my father was 
right in saying I could earn more with 
butterflies than by teaching school. 

“Though I began the work for the 
sake of the money, I soon became so 
much interested in it dnd received so 
much encouragement from famous 


‘entomologists all over the country 


and Europe that I finally resolved to 
obtain a college education which 
would enable me to become an ento- 
mologist. With the money earned on 
my butterfly farm.I entered . the 
University of California. I am now 
in my junior year and have paid all 
expenses with butterflies. During my 
sophomore year I published a set of 
papers describing my methods and 
the little things that I had Jearned 
about rearing and caring for butter- 
flies under the auspices of the Agas- 
siz Association.”

‘the soldiers fighting on the three 
thousand-mile battle line which is 
crawling and coiling over Europe. 
Their courage ‘has. levied tribute 
from nations “across seas and 
deserts. The greatest missionary 


movement of our times, or of any — 


times, has been the Red Cross 
army sailing from the ends of 
the earth to succor and save 
these men. 

Thousands of doctors and 
nurses, millions of dollars have 
gone in -voluntary ¢ontributions 
to them. We have never seen, 
nor imagined a charity so enor- 
mous. It is ag if all the latent 
forces of all Christian civilization 
were suddenly put forth in mercy 
to the wounded and dying of this 
most un-Christian and unmerciful 
war. These blood-stained armies 
have furnished a vocation to thou- 
sands of idle women who have 
labored incessantly to provide 
comforts for them. And, in order 
that not one of them may feel 
lonely or forsaken, many women 
have become the Godmothers of 
soldiers in the allied armies, to 
whom they write letters of en- 
couragement, and send gifts. 

All this is as it should be. 
Whatever we may think of the 
wicked waste and murderous in- 
justice of war, we cannot with- 
hold compassion nor any possible 
help from those who are the di- 
rect victims of it. 

But there is another army be- 
hind these terrible’ trenches. 
They are the veterans of sorrow, 
whose rights were never con- 
sidered, and who have no arms 
with which to defend themselves.

|THE SADDER VETERANS 


OF THIS STRIFE. 
But the mothers of these men, 


and of those yet doomed to die. 
Who knows how many times they 
have passed through tht anguish 
of death since this war began, 
without winning the relief and 
calm of a soldier’s grave and 
fame? These are the sadder vet- 
erans of this strife, to whom no 
monuments will be raised. Noth- 
ing in this world surpasses their 
valor nor their fortitude. 

Now and then their voices come 
to us, through the fury of battles, 
above the din of that terrible 
commerce in death, very faint, 
utterly despairing, still yearning 
for their sons. But one has the 
feeling that these voices are not 
heard, that no one has time now 
to attend them. 

I copy the following recent 
notices from The London Morn- 
ing Post: 

“Second Lieutenant Philip Kidd, 
Yorkshire regiment, reported 
wounded, and missing at Ypres, 
October 30, 1914. If any officer 
or private can give any informa- 
tion about him, will he kindly 
communicate with his mother, 
Mrs. G. T. Kidd, the vicarage, 
Otley, Yorkshire.” 


“Captain Guy Neville, York- 


‘shire regiment, reported wounded 


and missing at Givenchy, June 
5, 1914. Can anyone inform his 
mother, Mrs. R. 8S. Neville (Ac- 
worth Corone) if he is still liv- 
ing?” 

“Can any officer returning from 
German prison give information 
of Captain F. V. Briard, last seen 
wounded at Elonges, August 14, 
1915. Reported prisoner. His 
mother, Mrs. Briard (St. Aubin 
Jersey), will be grateful.” 

Every morning these patriotic 
open letters from English moth- 
ers appear in all the London pa- 
pers... And each day the column 


begins ‘with some such quotation. 
as this which I copy from the 


issue just mentioned, “Hear me, 
when I call, O, God of my right- 
eousness have mercy upon 
me and hear my prayer... Lord 
lift Thou up the light of Thy 
countenance upen us.” 


HER LAST NEWS 
OF HIM. 


Unless one has been in France 
during this war, one does not com- 
prehend the terrible significance 
of those words which appear al- 
ways in these pathetic inquiries: 
“Reported wounded and missing.” 
They contain her last news of 
him. He was seen to fall, not 
dead, wounded. He ig there upon 


the ground, still exposed. The bat- 


tle ends, for that day, or they re- 
treat. He was beyond the reach 
-of his comrades. That is all she 
knows or- ever will know of her 
son’s fate. She must think of him 
in a perpetual anguish or sus- 
pense. Was he taken prisoner? 
Did he perish there of cold and 
hunger as well as of his wounds? 


If only she knew! That picture 
of him blurs every memory she 


has of him as a child, a youth and 
aman, because she never can 
finish it. . 

/ . « The thought of these 


women has followed me more 


than the scenes upon the battle 
line over which I passed repeated: 
ly in France during the earlier 
months of the war. They are the 
most helpless, the least regarded 
victims. They will not even be- 
come a problem after the strife 
is over. They are so old, so frail. 
There will be so many other 
things:and other — people 
to attend to. 

But now that all the CeHothie 
letters have been written and all 
the gifts given, I cannot forget 
the mother of that soldier some- 
where in France who was “re 
ported wounded and missing.”

|OF ALL. — 


New Year’s Day, 1916. 
To the Mother of a Soldier: 
"Madam: This letter is sent to

swam: slain by his dant without 
that pale peace, suffering still the 
anguish of suspense, with that 


‘prayer for him in your eyes which 


no god of peace Can answer. 

Therefore, madam, I permit my- 
.,self.to address you and to bring 
you news of your son. 

I saw him so many: times under 
conditions so varied’ that I must 
trust you. to recognize him. 

The first time was 
was marching with the Coldstream 
Guard on the road which leads 
from Hastings. The old. castle 
built by Wiliam the Conquerer 
towered above him. The waters 
of the channel glistened beyond. 
There was the strength of Wil- 
liam’s wall in your sof’s face, and 


the tide of the sea had risen a. 


brighter blue in his eyes. 

_A month later I saw him lying 
in the British hospital 
Champs Elysés in Paris, still too 
young to know what it meant to 
tose an arm in battle. Not patient 
under his affliction, simply ignor- 
ing it. The features of his face 
sharpened to firmer lines, ‘eyes 
still blithely blue. If instead of 
silence he had opened his lips to 
chant a measure of Homer’s epic, 
the words would not have seemed 
so august as the boy himself, who 
had fought and fallen to win his 
own strophe of fame. 


HIS COURAGE IS YOUR 
VICTORIA CROSS. 


Madam, I envied you then, the 
intolerable honor of being a sol- 
dier’s mother. Henceforth he is 
yours, and his courage proven is 
your Victoria cross. 

One day I saw a_ clown-faced 
skeleton of a man upon a cot in 
the woman’s hospital.
